The court ruled the superior court had exceeded its jurisdiction 
in awarding $4,000 a month temporary alimony to Mrs. Chaplin 
without serving legal notice on her husband in the proceedings, The 
appellate order restrained the receivers in charge of Chaplin’s prop­ 
erty here from paying the alimony.

Absolutely no halt in the build­

Mr. Hinds declared 
that

state highway department is plan­ 
ning to let the contracts for ap­ 
proaches of the giant bridge struc­ 
ture so soon as funds are avail­ 
able. 
He addled that highway of­ 
ficials are considerably concerned 
over completion of the structure 
here and that they desire com­ 
pletion as soon as is possible. 
The construction chief .declared 
that the company at present is 
employing only 40 men 
on

project, high waters again causing 
a let-up in operations.
